With regards to claim 1, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest an optical fiber 
splicer including tension springs connected between an arm of a slide member and a base for 
energizing the slide member toward an eccentric cam and a housing for accommodating the slide 
member, the arm, a shaft, the eccentric cam, the base, and the tension springs, in combination 
with all the limitations in the claim.
